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Introduction. 


The fine collection of printed and manuscript Sanskrit and Tibetan 
works made by the late General Raja Sir Amar Singh of Kashmir 
amply proves that lie had inherited the taste for the studv ol the 
ancient culture of India from his illustrious father, Maharaja Ranbir 
Singh, who was one of the most enlightened among the princes of India 
after the time of Akbar. In the reign of the late Maharaja, Kashmir 
again nearly attained the pinnacle of fame which it had readied in the 
centuries pffcvious to the Muhammadan occupation, as a centre of 
Sanskrit learning. Scholars were invited from all paits of India to 
take charge of the schools, librancs, and rcscaich institutions that 
were established in Srinagar, Jammu, and other important places. A 
thoroughly qualified staff of Pandits and Maulvis was engaged m the 
translation of important Persian and Arabic classics into the vernacular 
and the compilation and publication of authoritative woiks on Hindu 
Law, Ritual, Astrology, Medicine etc. The extent ol the Maharaja’s 
interest in Sanskrit is revealed by the fact that h' had a military 
manual prepared with the intention of replacing the Kngbsh terms of 
command by Sanskrit ones. Kven the instructions icgaidmg the 
bringing up of the pnnees, Ins children, and their daily time-table were 
issued in Sanskrit, whuli mndcntally shows that the young k\i|,is also 
had more than a mere passing acquaintance with the an< /tilt language. 
It is not, therefore, a matter of surpnsc that m latci hie all ol them 
evinced keen interest in fostering a knowledge of Sanskrit and the 
prcpraation of copies of important and iarc manuscripts 1 he late 
Raja Sn Ram Singh's manuscript libiuiy consisting of nearly two 
thousand volumes lias been transfcircd m lolo to the Raghunath 
Temple Library of Jammu, but is not included in S” Am cl Stem's 
Catalogue of that Library. 

The Sanskrit library of Raja Sir Amar Singh, now m the possession 
of Ins son, General Raja Sir Harismgh,* k. c. i. e., k. c. \ o , who-' 
munificence has rendered the preparation and publication ol this cata- 
logue possible, consists of 1325 volumes, of which, 274 are manuscripts 
and the rest printed bgoks. The subjects represented are (1 j Veda and 
Vedic literature, (2) Smriti and Dharma Sastra, (3) Purana and Itihasa, 
(4) Philosophy, (5) Tantra, (6) Grammar and Lexicography, (7) Drama,

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Poetry and Poetics, (8) Astronomy and Astrology, (9) Ritual, (10) Medi- 
cine, (11) Polity, etc, • 

Since this collection was made, many of the works which appear 
in manuscript form here and are briefly noticed in the following para- 
graphs have been published outside Kashmir, 

Vedic Literature. 

The only manuscript work belonging to the Vedic literature is the 
fevasankalpamantravivritti. It is written on birch bark and is a 
brief commentary on the well-known Sivasukta which is familiar to every 
Brahman who performs his daily Sandhya-vandana. 

Smriti and Dharmasastra. 

Among the manuscript works on the subject of Smriti and 
Dharmasastra are (1) Aparaditya's commentary on Yajnavalkya, (2) 
Ranaviravrataratnakara, which is a large treatise on the obsej vance of 
ceremonial fasts by the Hindus, compiled under the auspices of the 
late Maharaja Ranbir Singh, (3) the Nirnayamnta by Gopinarayana, (4) 
the Vislmusmriti and (5) the Manusmriti. The last three are written 
on hircli bark. J he Ranaviravrataratnakara does not appear to have 
been published up to tins time. An important and probably unpublished 
work which needs special mention is (6) the Maharnavanibandha. Its 
alternative title is the Karma vipaka. It appears to have been wiiitcn 
during the reign of king Mandhatn, son of king Madana. The locality 
of which Mandhatn and Madana were kings is not traceable. ( 7 ) the 
Dvadaslnirmiya is a small birch bark woik on the astrological methods 
of ascertaining the exact duration of the ckadaii fast. 

Purana and Itihasa. 

In this section the only important manuscripts are (1) Hari- 
vamsasahgraha (on birch bark), (2) the Bhagavata Purana and (3) 
Tulsidasa’s Hindi Ramayana. The latter is said to have been copied 
specially for the study of Maharaja Ranbir Singh. There is also (4) 
the Santiparva (in four volumes) of the Mahabharata with Hindi 
translation and commentary. (5; The Maghamahatmya is a birch 
bark manuscript and forms part of the Padmapurana. It details the 
greatness of benefits accruing to persons who bathe daily and observe 
fasts in the month of Magha. 

Philosophy. 

Another manuscript wliich the late Maharaja had got copied 
for his own personal study is the very liandsomely bound series of 



twenty volumes of the Yoga Yasishtha, with translations in the 
vernacular. 

Under this heading may be noted the great commentary on the 
Yoga Sutras by Patanjali. It is written on birch bark. 

An unpublished work on Saiva Darsana is the Kvarapratvabluj- 
navivritti. A shorter commentary on the same work by the same 
author is known as the Isvarapratyabhijhavimarslunl which has been 
published. 

Three manuscript copies of the Bhagavadgita may be mentioned 
on account of their beautiful calligraphy and coloured illustrations. 
Other x^rks deserving notice are the Yogavasisluhasfira m Hindi 
Ramahrida?a, and Ramaslta. The lattci two woiks are frequently used 
for reading and reference by orthodox Hindus who arc Versed in the 
Ycdantic Philosophy. 

There is a birch bmk manuscript copy of the Saukhyavivritti of 
Yigraharajabhatta, 

Pavanavijaya and Sivasnryodava arc two works on Pranavoga. 

Grammar and Lexicography. 

Ihe most notable manuscnpts on Grammar are (1) Kutantialaghu- 
vritti and (2) Balabodhnu. The latter is wntten on birch baik. Both 
of these aie unpublished and wcic, until the Kashmir Iknh.uilas came 
under the aegis of the Punjab University, the chief grammatical text- 
books of the Sanskritists of Kashmir. 1 he lust work is a commentary 
by Chhuchchhukabhatta on Sauna varman's Kalpasfjtrus and the ^<ond 
is a fuither elaboration of the same by Jagaddhara Bhattm All of these 
writers were Kashmirians. 

Sabdarupavah with tianslation ui Hindi and Saras\ata ^ } akaiamt 
arc two other manuscripts on the subject of Grammar, ihe lust deals 
with the declension of nouns. The second is a treatise on Grammar 
generally, but is incomplete . Its author is Anubhutisvarupa, of whom 
nothing is known. 

Drama, Poetry aud Poetics* 

Under this head the most interesting work is the birch bark manu* 
script commentary of Yallabhadeva on bbupalavadha. Plus \ ullabha- 
deva was a Kashmirian. The commentary is not yet published. 

The only work on Drama w*hich need be mentioned is the Husyafl 
i^ava, a humorous play by JagadKvara. 
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"A feifiarkable work which may be noted here, though it does not 
properly belong to this section, is the Bhaktirasamritasindhu. It des- 
cribes the different sentiments of love, devotion, mercy etc., as illustra- 
ted by the life of Sri Krishna. This work which is probably unpublished, 
has been copied from the original manuscript now preserved in the 
Raghunath Temple Library. The original is dated 1463, Vikrama Samvat. 
The author is unknown. 

astrology. 

The Akhetakaprashna is a curious work on Astrology and des- 
cribes methods of finding out the proper time for setting out on hunting 
expeditions etc. The original Sanskrit is accompanied by a Hindi 
tianslation. 

The Kaka Sastra and the Vasantaraja Sakuna aie, as their names 
indicate, two treatises on the subject of omens etc. that may be drawn 
by a person when he comes m contact with various birds and beasts. 
The latter is specially devoted to crow-lore. 1 

The Skandhfblluprashna is a treatise on the subject of deriving 
omens hom the position of the shoulder-bone of the sacrificial goat, 
fhc Svapnachmtamani is devoted to the intei pi etation of dreams. 

The Meghamfila is an Astiologieo-meteorological work stating the 
planetary combinations under which rainfall may be expected and what 
the consequences of such and similar combinations will be to the 
people and the world at large. Its author is Megharaja. 

fhc Rai,ia\irav]jaya is a work compiled by Viivesvara, the court 
astiologer of Maharaja Ranbir Singh. It describes fiom an astrological 
point of view the favourable tunes on which a king may set out on 
military campaigns m order to be sure of victory. 

The Lllavati of Bhaskarachaiya is a manual of Arithmetic and forms 
pait of the Siddhanta Siromam. It has been published. 

Ritual. 

The only manuscript belonging to this class is the Sraddhakandr, a 
small manual of sraddha rites as performed in Kashmir. 

Medicine. 

The Uasakamadheuu is an important work on the science of medi- 
cine. A summary of its contents is given on page 18*

Tantras. 


The number of Tantric texts in this collection as well as m that 
of the late Raja Sir Ram Singh K. C. B. shows that both the Rajas 
possessed very great interest in the subject. Among the notable woiks

T.idatbiksha, Rayantrahhyasa, Rayuntiusikshu and Smmdiika- 
siksha arc manuals of mihtaiy dull and nflc piactue loi the u^'* of 
the Kashmir army. The intention of the Maharaja was to impait Mich 
knowledge as fur as possible in the Hindi language and replace the 
English terms of command by Sanskrit ones of his own invention.

SUMMARIES OF IMPORTANT MANUSCRIPTS 


TANTRfl. 

The Tantras like the Vedas are regarded by the orthodox as 
revelations. They tall into five classes : — (1) Bhairava, in which the 
deity Of worship is Siva in any of his forms ; (2) Sakta in which the 
DcvT Parvatl, pci sonified as Sukti or Power in any of her aspects, is 
the subject of worship ; (3) Vaishnava, in which Vishnu or any of his 
incarnations is the deity of worship; (4) Saura in which Surya, the 
Sun-God is the object of worship ; and (5) Canapatva, m which Ganesa 
! s the presiding deity. 

1. Gandharva Tantra. 

The Gandharva Tantra is a Sakta Tantra, as the deity whoste 
woislup it enjoins is Tripurasundarl, the goddess who is the “ Beauy 
of the three woilds.” 

The loyal sage Visvamitra witnessing the extraordinary psychic 
powers of lus Bi.dmian rival Vasishtha approached the great risln 
Dattiticya and expressed his dissatisfaction at the fruitlcssness of Ins 
austcnties, costly sacrifices and gifts, and recitation of elaborate 
mantras. The latter m order to remove his distress undertook to 
initiate him into the mystenous lore of Srlvidya, which, he said, had 
been communicated to him by Xandikesvara, who had heard it m a 
dialogue between Siva and Parvatl. 

The teim Silvidya is used to describe both the famous fifteen- 
syllabled mantia ( panchadasl ) and the sixteen syllabled mantra 
( shodail ). By contemplation on the mantra m the prescribed way 
the devotee (sadhaka) is said to be able to secure the enjoyments 
(blioga) of both this world and heaven, as well as salvation ( moksha ). 
There are two principal ways of upasana : baliya ( outer ) and antah 
(inner). The baliya upasana is performed in the usual way with physical 
materials such as flowers etc. Its chief distinguishing feature is the pre- 
paration of a yantra — the well-known Sri-chakra, a diagram composed 
of interlaced triangles whose number is forty-three. This is also 
called the apara-puja ( not-transcendental worship ) as distinguished 
fiom the antah (inner) or para (transcendental worship). The latter is 
purely Kundahnl yoga, a wonderful system of physico-psychic culture 
by which the aspirant attains tadatmya (that-samc-ness) or aikibhava 
(oneness) with his ishtadevatd , the deity of his meditations, who ill 
the case of Gandharva Tantra is the Devi Tripurasuudarl, The chief 
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feature of this worship, if it may be so called, is pranayama and its 
attendant practices, by which the Kumlalmi Sakti, the Serpent Power 
or Coiled Force said to be located m the Muladhara at the base ol the 
spinal column, is awakened or unfolded and led by device** to the 
Salvasiara padma, “ Thousaud-petalled Lotus, ” a spiritual centre 
supposed to be located in the cerebrum. Pheie is a third, a mixed form 
of puja, known as the parapara, the outer and inner combined, which 
is prescribed for the devotee who aspires aftei libciation without t»i\ ini' 
up or wishing to give up worldly enjoyments, flic greatest Sadluk.i of 
the parapara puja is said to have been Sn Kiislma, while that ol p.ua 
puja is Siva. The apara pbja is intended for those whose desires are 
centered *-{jund the enjoyments of this world and the next. 

2. Radha Tantra. 

This Tantra like the Gandhaiva is said to have been revealed bv 
Siva to ParvatT. Flic story refers to the propagation ol KuKk Ji.'uu, the 
left hand path of Saktism, by Krishna. It is said that \ iblinu once 
worshipped the Devi for a long time. When she appeared lxfoie bun 
she communicated to him the tlnrty-lcttcrcd mantra. It howc\ci seems 
that this mantra by itself was not sufficient to enable him to obtain the 
psychic powers (siddlus) he was in search of. Ihese addins so 
difficult to obtain are, the Devi said, comparatively c.m]\ attainable il 
She is worshipped according to the forms piopcrto tlic Kiii.'n hua, the 
chief feature of which is the presence of a dull, a lad\ who is (Oli- 
ver sant with and eligible for participation m the rit^ lii icfoie 
Padmini (probably Lakshmi herself ), an attendant of the codde-, ohci- 
cd to go down to the world of moitals to facilitate \ nIiuu'- woNup 
of Tripura m consonance with the Kula rites. 1 Ini- VisIimj and 
Padmmi took birth in Mathura as Krishna and R.idliu to p. ilorm 
and, as the Tantra says, to illustrate the piaeiae, pi maple , and 
results of the left hand form of Sakti worship. 

The predominant feature of the Varna marg.i, the kh .inn-! path of 
Tantrism, is worship with the five Ma-kaias : wane, woman, in.ut, fish, 
and mudrii (mystic signs and postures of the hands etc.). 

3: Matrikabhedatantra. 

This Tantra like the foregoing ones owes its origin to Sna. 1 he 
Devi asks how in the Kah-kala (the present Dark Age) it is possible to 
perform the worship of Tripura when gold, precious stoims, and other 
materials w r ith which alone such worship could be conducted are 
so scarce and costly. Siva in addition to describing the different 
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methods of chemical or, more correctly speaking, alchemical transforma- 
tions of quick-silver for the purposes of utilising it in the transmutation 
of metals, describes a number of peculiar rites regarding the consecra- 
tion of wine and the production of male offspring, speaks m praise oj 
ceremonial wine-drinking in a skull, and reveals the methods of the 
preparation of a Siva-linga from quick-silver etc. 

The signification of the name Matnkabhedatantra seems to be 
doubtful. It may either be resolved into Matrika-bhcda or Matriku- 
abheda. In the first case tiie term may mean the “Tantra devoted to the 
Great Mother (Sakti Tripurasundarlj from whom all varieties (bhcda'i 
of iaktis (forces; arc derived.” The second meaning is that the Tantra is 
dc\oted to the worship of Sakti-Matrika into whom all othu Saktis are 
indissolubly (abhcdcnai absorbed. The dcitv whose worship b 
enjoined m the fantra is Tnpurasundari. 

4. Udrtamaresvara Tantra, 

This Tantra is a purely secular text. Xo mention is anywhere 
made regarding i lie means of salvation ^or attainment of divine joys, 
d'h ' whole of it i . exclusively devoted to the preparation of drugs and 
th*' iv'rcisc ^f the mantric powers for acquiring the good thing- of life, 
such as freedom from various diseases, preserving the foetus of a pie- 
gnant woman, counteracting the injurious effects of snake bite, bring- 
ing under control of goblins, witches, and other preternatural beings ; 
also lor the acquisition of magic sandals, the power of making oneself 
invisible, and of cxtcmponsmg verses, etc. Magical methods of killing 
ones enemies, causing madness, blindness, unconsciousness, etc. arc 
also dcsciibcd. 

In the colophon this Tantra is described as forming part of the 
Rudrayamalatantia. 

5. Kamakhya Tantra. 

This Tantra asserts for itself a divine origin, but docs not contain 
anything very interesting apart fiom its dedication to the Goddess 
Kamakhya who is worshipped m Assam. Kamakhya is a form of Kfili. 
The text devotes a spcc al chapter to the woislrp of the Devi with the 
five Ma-kaias (see ante). 

b. Saktisaftgama Tantra. 

Tins large text is full of the scribe’s enors. Its special interest lies 
in its mentioning the two schools of Sakti worsliip known as the 
Kadimata and Hadimaca. The former represents the left hand school 





in which the chief object of worship is the Goddess Kali, and which 
not only allows but enjoins practices that under ordinary circumstances 
would be considered extremely objectionable. Hadimata on the con- 
trary represents the right hand school in which the most tianscendcntal 
philosophy and devotion of the highest ordei is associated with the 
worship of the Sakti. The right hand school does doubtless possess an 
elaborate ritual, but there is nothing in it which would not beai the 
light of day. The same cannot, unfortunately, be said of the left hand 
school. Among the varieties of this latter school arc mentioned the 
Mahanlla Krama, Mahachina Krama, Gandlurva Krama, Chhmna- 
masta Krama, Bhairava Krama, Bagalamukhi Kiama, Maharaja Krama, 
Bhuvanc'wari Krama, Kamala Krama, Dhumfnati Kiama, and Biahma- 
marga Krama. 


The followers of this sect are said to have the privilege of not 
being polluted by Siitaka, the ceicmomal impuiity on the occasions 
of birth and death in high caste Hindu households. Various kinds of 
Yoga, c. g., Dhyanasakti yoga, Kalayoga, Balakalpa, Latayoga, Bialima 
voga, Rahasya yoga, etc. arc described. 

Last of all is related the way of consecration of a coi pse to be used 
as a seat m the course of performance of the rites, and ol a skull to be 
used as a pot fm oifering oblations etc. 

7. Kramadlpika. 

In Kramadlpika the Tantnc worship ol Krishna Gopala ^ described 
in detail. A peculiarity of this l'antra, perhaps of this branch of i anti as, 
is that it makes no distinctions and lays down no conditions lor the 
aspirant. No matter what one's caste or colour 01 sex may be, one is 
eligible for participation in the worship, provided one lias the lmtia] 
qualification of devotion to Krishna. 

8. Devlrahasya. 

Devlrahasya forms part of the great Rudraynmak luntu. It is 
divided into two parts. The first part deals with the pci fiu, nance ol 
Diksha, an elaborate sacrifice by which the performer builds for himself 
a new spiritual (mantramaya) body, gets rid of his accumulated past 
karmas (sanchitakarma) and at the cud of 1 m current life automatmaiiy 
attains either salvation or a divine body (through which he partakes of 
celestial joys) according as his Diksha has been performed from a Mum- 
ukshu's or a Bubhukshu's jioiut of view 1 . This I antra m spite of its 

(1) Mumukshu is an aspirant after pure salvation , Bubhukshu, on the other hand 
is a person who hankers after enjoyments whether earthly or celestial,

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name, wlvch ought to confine its contents to the elucidation of the 
mysteries of the Devi's worship alone, deals with the mantras and 
worship of a number of other gods and goddesses. In the first part in 
addition to the revelation of the Sakta mantras, the mantras of Siva 
and Vishnu are also revealed. It must be understood that the 
mere knowledge of a mantra docs not endow the student with 
any paiticular power, flic text therefore narrates how the mantra is 
to be “unlocked" or “ unbolted " which makes it ready for use and then 
how it is to be vnificd, when alone it can be put to use. The different 
diagiams pertaining to the mantras, the reason why a mantra should 
h >\ 3 a i ishi and a chhanda, and the way the Bhairava is to be brought 
under control are also described, fhe origin and purification, eif wino- 
CwC. arc dcscubed in the first part, while the second is entirely devoted 
to the panchahgas of the five deities, Ganapati, Siirya, Laksluni, 
Xaiayana, Mrityunjaya and Durga. Panchanga consists of the live 
factors of worslrp viz. (1) a hymn m praise of the particular God, ( 2 ) his 
thousand names, (a) the preparation of the diagiam and the revelation 
of the mantra, ( \) the kavaclva or armour prepared by invoking th: 
sevci.il piotcctiA aspects of the deity and placmg each of them as a 
soil ol guard on parts of the Sadhaka’s body and (5) the ntual of 
woi "lap. 

One panchanga is massing from the manuscript.

9. Gayatri Tantra. 

This small text describes, as the name indicates, the worship of 
Gayatri and belongs to the right-hand path ( dakshina marga ) of Sakti 
worship. It is related that Ganesa heard this Tantra from Siva and 
acting under His orders, communicated it to the Brahmans of Siddha- 
siama. The worship of Gayatri is described in detail. Xot only has 
the whole mantra a presiding goddess ( the Gayatri embodied ), but 
every one of its twenty-four letters has a distinctive colour, a special 
place (nyasa) in the body of the Sadhaka (for his acquiring a 
mantramaya or spiritual body), and a special presiding deity. An 
interesting feature of Gayatri worship as described in this Tantra is 
that it mu&t be picccdcd by the puja of Siva-linga. 

10. Todala Tantra. 

In the Tolala Tantra Siva describes to Jklrvati the ten MahavidySs 
( great goddesses of supreme knowledge ) and the corresponding Bhai- 
ra\ a of each goddess. Each of the goddesses is identified with one of 
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tiv ton Avataras of Vishnu, c. g., laul with Mat-v.i, L'ag.damn s In w th 
Km ma, Dhumavati with Vai alia, Kali \wth Ki i^hn.i aiul -o on. Thus 
it will be seen that this text does not extol and enjoai the woiHup 
of one particular god or goddess, but of a nuinbei ol deities who, being 
the manifestations of the same supieme ^pmt, aic capable ol b lowing 
upon their respective devotees, the same benefits and poweis. 

The prasada mantia, the syllable Hem, is desenkd. h n to be 
understood in the case of these mantias that though they ai <' supposed 
to be the vehicles of force, they aic coiMdeied to be pow*eile^ uuh^ 
endowed with chaitanva (life 01 consciousness), Ibis tan only 
be achieved by pianayama and by uncoiling and j.iKng to the 
Sahasrara^f the foicc known as the Kundalini, which ^ supposed to 
reside in the Muladhara, near the base of the spinal column 

11. Kafikalamalinl Tantra. 

This Tantra owes its name to the fact ol Kali being us piesiding 
deity. Kankalamalmi, weaici of a gailand ol skulls, n one of die flics 
of Kali. It belongs to what is know'll as the Uikshiirannia)a wli<< h is 
described m detail in the fiist Almika ol Abhina\.igupi«i ^ I.mtialoKi.

13. Srividyarnava. 

Srividyarnava is a* very important iantric w r ork by the sunnyasi 
Vidyaranya, the pupil of Fragalbhacharya, w ho hmisell the pupil 
of Vishnu Surma, the pupil of the great &uukarucharuyu. 
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The author states that he was regent during the minority of Prince 
Ambadeva, whose father, Praudhadeva, had died before his birth. The 
cause of the father's death is recounted thus. Lakshmana, one of the 
14 pupils of Sri Sankaracharava, was wandering about as an ascetic 
when Praudhadeva invited him to his own capital and accorded him a 
princely welcome. A special house with all that was necessary for his 
comfort was given to him. Once a number of merchants from foreign 
parts presented some costly pieces of cloth to the King, who handed 
them over to Lakshmana. The latter taking them to his house, lit a 
sacrificial fire and burnt them as an offering to the Dev I. The king 
hearing of this incident waxed wroth and demanded the return of his 
present. Lakshmana prayed to the Devi to let him have the fabrics 
back. The Devi acceded to his request. Lakshmana, thereupon sent 
back to the king his gift, and mflictiug the curse of childlessness on him 
because he had demanded back a gift given to a Brahman, left 
the place for Dakshina-patha. The repentant king followed and tried to 
appease him. The result of his efforts was that Lakshmana relented so 
fai as to say that lie would have a son, but would not derive any enjoy- 
ment from him , and so the king died when his wife became cncientc . 

After the king’s death and duimg the infancy of Prince Ambadeva 
lus son, Vidyaranya, then probably a householder and connected in 
some capacity with the royal family, became the regent. During lus 
regency lie founded a new city, Srlvidyanagan, at a cost of over 12 
crorcs (coin not mentioned). 

When Ambadeva came of age, Vidyaranya retired and, at the 
request of the scholars present m the king's court, began to write his 
magnum opus , the Srividyarriava. His purpose m writing it was to 
define the respective limits of the Kadimata and Kallmata of the 
Tantric ritual so that the practices of the followers of the two systems 
might not get mixed up and lead to confusion, and thereby detract from 
the siddhis resulting from the upasana. In the introduction the author 
states that the main difference between the Kadimata and the Kalunata 
is that the former is a system of upasana, the aim of which is the attain- 
ment by the Sadhaka ot spiritual identity with the Devi Madhumatl, 
While the aim of the latter is the attainment of spiritual identity with 
the Devi iMalml. The four most important and the best known 
Works of the Kadimata are said to be Tantraraja, Matrikarriava, 
Triputarnava and Yogiiuhridaya. An mteiestmg statement in the 
author’s introduction is that the systems of Pantra at present [i. e., m 
the authoVs time] in vogue have all been propagated by Sankara- 
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charya. Upto that time, according to the author, the succession of 
Gurus was a very limited one, as no Guru had 11101c than one pupil. Out 
Sankaracharya had fourteen pupils, live of whom wcic Bhikshus (monks) 
and nine, householders, fhese poisons were initiated into diileient 
mantras and different systems of upasana; and as they settled m 
different parts of the country, theie was natuially some diversity in the 
systems of ritual followed m different regions. The names of the live 
Bhikshus were Saiikara, Padmapada, Bodha, Guvaiia and Anandatntha ; 
and those of the householders were Sundara, Vishnusiuna, Likshmana, 
Malhkarjuna, Trivikrama, Srklhara, Kap.udi, Kcstva, and Damodaia. 
They were put m charge of the vanous madias, pit has, and upapithas 
instituted bv Sankara. Yishnmariua s pupil was Piagalbliachai va and 
the latter's jtupil was Vidyaianya, author of the piesent ticatisc. 

A very interesting featuic of the Tantia is the mention o( the 
presiding .deities of the si\ r ccntics ol the Sushumna lliey arc 
Navatmcsvaia, Dvipesvara, Samvartakesvaia, Hamse^vaia, Wvewaia, 
and Paramesvara, respectively ( beginning with the Muladhara ), and 
are the same as those mentioned in the famous Hymn, Saundarvuluhun, 
ascribed to Sankaracharya himself. The woislup of the rashmis, rays

The mantra of worship is the ShoiaM and the deity is fripura- 
sundari.

The upasana of the Srividya belongs to the Urdh\amna\u, that is to 
say, it is supposed to have been inculcated by the uppcnnost head of Siva 

14. Sivatandava with Commentary. 

The text belongs to what is known as the Yauti t SaMra, the 
science of magic diagrams which may be woi shipped, worn as mullets, 
or launched forth as offensive weapons The difference between uu, 
exercise of psychic powers tlnough ni.mii.is and yantras is, that while 
a yantra engraved on a thin plate of copper, s^vei or gold, a simply 
written on a piece of birch bark can be given to the person for whom 
divine protection or divine anger is invoked, the mantra cannot bo 
imparted except to a ‘regularly initiated pupil. The adept alone can 
use a mantra. The yantra, though drawn and invested with magic 
power by an adept can be used by any one, who need not necessarily 
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be an initiate. But the power of the yautra is strictly ] m ted. It is 
efficacious only in the case of the person for or aga’iist whom it is 
intended and for the particular purpose for which it is intended. Thus 
a yantra which is capable of lidding a person of his enemies is power- 
less to procure him wealth or offspring. All the consonants in Dcva 
Nagari alphabet except n and n have numerical values, the two 
exceptions n and n being counted as zero. The value of conjunct 
consonants is determined by their last member. Vowels are not count- 
ed. The mantra which consists of a number of syllables is resolved into 
figures which arc arranged into squares of four, five or more— each 
according to the convenience of the arrangement ; but care must be 
taken that the total of the figures in each row of squares, no matter 
whether taken vcitically, horizontally or diagonally, is the bumc. The 
commcntatoi, Nila Kantha, is specially interesting when he attempts 
to t( diagiamise ” some of the Vedic mantras, thereby trying to establ- 
ish the contention that it is not only the Tantric but also the Vedic 
mantras that lend themselves to being reduced to yantras, and that, 
m other woids, the Tantras have their roots m the Vedas. 

flic original work, Sivatandava, is ascribed to Dakshinamurti, a 
fcim-divinr form of Siva, f he commentary has been written by one 
Choudhri Nila Kantha m the Saka Samvat 1602 (A. D. 1680). It is 
named Anuparama, after Aniip Singh, the ruler of Bikaner (7) m whose 
reign it was written. The genealogy of Anup Singh is traced back to 
a few generations. 

15. Ghata Yoga. 

This incomplete text forms pait of a huge work known as the 
Gheranda Sariilnta. Unlike the picccdmg te\t it docs not aspire to 
the distinction of a di\me origin, but frankly confesses to being a 
compilation by a sage called Gheranda. It describes some forms of 
pranayoga (control of breath), and generally follows the practice laid 
down m the Hathayogapradlpika. The system of Yoga described 
m this fragmentary text is called Ghatayoga from the loot ghat* 
meaning 1 to join, mix up/ because prana, apana, nada, bmdu, jhatma 
and Paramatma act m unison while the sadhaka is engaged in this 
yoga. Possibly also the body m which prana etc. move and have 
their being is likened to a ghata (a jai). 

16. Bhaktirasamritasindhu. 

This is a large devotional woik with Kiislma as its hero and deity. 

In it tin' various forms which Bliakti may take and under which a 

devotee can worship his god, are described m detail, 
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ASTROLOGY. 

1. Skandhasthiprashna.

The books got dissolved m watci wdi eh was 
diunk by some sheep. Henceforth, the whole species ol sheep, or 
more particularly their shoulder-bones, became the repositories ol the 
science of augury. The translator himself seems to be aware ol the 
manifest absurdity of this legend, but consoles himself with the i cassm - 
ing belief that everything is possible through the agency of Max a 

Augury is drown from the position and othei conditions of the 
shoulder-bones of the sheep which is sacrificed. 

2. Kakasastra. 

This treatise describes the auguries to be drawn liom the move- 
ments of crows. It is a compilation, the first part compi sup “now 
loic" according to Garga, and the second part accoidme to Gautama. 

3. Svapnachintamani. 

Svspnachintamani is a manual on the interpretation of di earns It 
has been composed by I)e v a, son of Huilabharaju G; mp are 
classified into nine varieties, the last three only of whim, fii-bc 
inspired (1) by the Gods, (2) by tlr dreamer’s own prevous sup 
or (3) by his merits, are said to afford a clue for minucllim. 
the mystery of the events to come. Hay dreams a»e not suitable loi ibis 
kind of investigation. It is further stated that the dreams of the first 
quarter of the night beay fiuit after an mtcnal of one year, those of 
the second after six months* those of the third after three months, 
while those of the last quarter fructify immediately. Phe means of 
warding ofifthe evils indicated by dreams arc also mentioned. 
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4. Ranaviravijaya. 

Ranaviravijaya is the name of a compilation by the astrologer 
Visvesvara. The originals from which its various parts 01 subjects are 
drawn are (1) Rajavijaya (2) Mukundavijaya (3) Satruparabhava (4j 
Vuddhajayarnava and (5) Narapatijayacharya. The compiler has also 
added a Hindi commentary to the text. The object of this bulky work 
(consisting of 282 large leaves written on both sides) is to give a detail- 
ed description of the signs and omens which ensure the victory of an 
army in battle, the days on which proceeding on campaigns in parti- 
cular directions is to be avoided, the various methods, empirical and 
otheiwisc, by which the result of a conflict between two persons or 
aimics can be foictold, and the undertaking of an action lr accordance 
with bi cathing through one or the other nostril (the time when a 
m; m breathes t hi ough the right nostril being considered auspicious foi 
hard and merciless actions such as wai or infliction of punishment, 
etc, the time when a man breathes through the left nostril, for other 
works, and the time when a man breathes through both the nostrils, 
altogether inauspicious). The various methods of taking by storm a 
citv, or a foiuess, built in water or on a mountain, arc also described. 
\\, i vs of a certami ng beforehand the weather conditions of a campaign 
arc mentioned. The qualifications of a commander-in-cluef arc 
nai rated. The qualities, methods of manufacture, and cleaning and 
keeping, of aims in a serviceable condition arc described. Methods oi 
aiming at flying objects, and hitting animals which are heard but not 
seen, are stated. If the king himself is to take part in battle, magical 
means for ensuring his safety are given. 

The work concludes with a chapter from the Mahabharata in 
praise of war. 

5. Skhetaka Prashna. 

The work describes some astrological methods of finding the proper 
time of going out on hunting expeditions and of finding good sport. 

It is accompanied by a Hindi translation and must have been written 
hi Maharaja Ranbir Singh’s time.

L Sraddhakandf. 

This little birch bark manuscript gives a short description of the 
Sraddha ritual as performed in Kashmir. It is traditionally ascribed to 
the Rislii Laugakshi and belongs to a sakha of Yajurvcda. Sraddha in 
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Kashmir is a much more elaborate aflmr than that which is current m 
the plains of India. Three kinds of Sraddha me dc^nibcd Xitva*

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MEDICINE. 

Rasa Kamadhenu. 

Tlic Rasakamadhcnu is a large compilation on the science 6f Ayur- 
veda as practised in ancient India. The compiler’s name is Chudamani. 
No information concerning him beyond his name is available fiom the 
work. The work is divided into four parts. The first is devoted to the 
medical practitioner’s tools and materials ; the second to the collection 
of metals and minerals of which medicines are to be made, the third to 
the “killing” [that is to say, chemical resolution into a substance which 
(*an be assimilated by the human system and produce useful results ] of 
quicksilver , and the fourth to the diagnosis of diseases and prescription 
of remedies lor them. The tools are mainly those that are necessary for 
compounding drugs, such as pestle and mortor pincers, blowing tube 
etc. The minerals are mica, quicksilver, sulphur, hartal, silajatu etc. 
The metals are gold, silver, copper etc. For medicinal purposes they are 
reduced to ashes or a liquid form and taken m very minute doses. 


GRAMMAR. 

1. Katantralaghuvritti. 2. Bahbodhimvritti. 

Katantra sutras formed until a few years ago the chief grammatical 
study of the Kashmir Biahmans These sutras are more or less element 
ary and atfoulavciy easv kev to the acquisition of the Sanskm 
language. The tradition relating to them is a^ follows. 

A king and his queen wore one day playing m water. The queen 
was proficient m Sanskrit, while the king was not. He went on con- 
tinually throwing water on lnr She got tu*cd and cried to him 
“Modakam (ma udakam doin'), 1 . e. “Don't throw water on me." 
'The king instead of dissolving die first compound word considered it as 
a simple word meaning “sweets” ( modaka ) and had a basketful of 
sweetmeats brought for her. The queen sent it away With a disdainful 
smile at the king s ignorance, winch annoyed him to such an extent that 
he at once resolved upon learning Sanskrit immediately. On his 
enquiring li there was any one capable of leading lnm to a knowledge of 
Sansknt by a shoit cut, a scholai named Sirm ivarmacharya offered \vs 
services He prepared the Katantra sutras, which really are much 
casici to learn than the great Ashtadhyayl of Panim. 

Chhiichchlnikabhatta wiote a shoit commentary on them which came 
to he known as the Katantinlaghuvritu. 
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Later on, Jagaddhaia Bluuta, the author of the well known 
l lutikiMimanjali , wrote a more elaborate commentary for the benefit 
f his son ; Yasodhara, which he called the Balabodhinlvritti.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

1. Padatisiksha. 

Padatisiksha is a trilingual Infantry Manual written under the 
directions of Maharaja Raubir Singh. The Maharaja’s intention was to 
replace the English teims of command etc. by their equivalents in Sans- 
krit. The English terms with their Sanskrit equivalents are explained 
m Hindi. The first part of the work is devoted to the drill of foot 
soldiers ; the second to the disposition of troops m battle and general 
musters (this is called samudava (') sikshaj; the third, Rayantrabhyasa, 
is devoted to the care of rules ( rayantra ) and nile drill. 

2. Shnijtapaddhati. 

• Hie term Ahmkapaddhati litciallv translated means “ dailv 
piactice. It was written by the order of Maharaja Ranbir Smgh by 
Xavya Clianlidas, a Pandit of Kurukshetra, in the service of the Malm- 
raja. It is a treatise on what a pi nice ought to do every day from the 
time lie loaves las bed m the early mom mg to the cme he retires foi 
the night. Ii was pieparcd for the benefit and observance of the 
pnnccs of the Maharaja's family It enjoins that a prince should leave 
hs bed <n sunrise, petform Ins ablut'ons, dicss, start for riding 
exeicisc, and keep lnmself physically (it by swinging clubs etc On lvs 
icturn from open air cxeicse he should study for borne time, then take 
his meals : this would be about noon. After that he should attend 
the king’s court and participate m the administrative business of the 
day. When the court adjourns he should go to inspect the aimv aiui 
submit a report to the king, Ins father, on the condition of the troops. 

1 hen he should take Ins evening exercise. Hunting is spot hi lit 
lecommended, because it aifouls the pi nice opportunities of scemti 
dilfcrcnt places. In the evening beiorc ictirmg he should have the 
stories of great kings read out to lum and mod-1 his conduct upon 
theirs. 

Plus little work presents a noteworthv example of what an en- 
lightened Hindu ruler of the old type wished lus children to be, and 
what he consideicd to be the ideal of Hindu kineship.
